marine industry in the revolutionary 
struggles of the workers. 

Speakers for the Marine Workers’ 
Industrial Union, which is leading 
the strike, pointed out that the U. 
S. Coast Guard has been used as an 
international strike breaking ma- 
chine in an attempt to smash the 
strike, while in the Soviet Union 
during the recent German seamen's 
strike when 160 German ships were 
tied up in Soviet ports, the entire ap- 
paratus of the workers’ state had 
been used to prevent the importation 
of scabs to man the ships. Seamen 
in America, 40 per cent of whom are 
unemployed and where “wages have 
reached as low as $45 a month, were 
called upon to support the German 
seamen by joining the Marine Work- 
ers’ Industrial Union, American sec- 
tion of the International of Seamen 
and Harbor workers, to fight against 
all attacks of the shipowners and to 
build a mass international organiza- 
tion that will become a mighty wea- 
pon for the defense of the Soviet 
Union.

| Prolet-Buehne, satirizing Paragraph 


48 of the German Constitution, which 
authorizes Bruening’s Dictatorship. 
This paragraph, supported by the 
Social Fascists; is the legal weapon 
for enforcing national wage cuts 
such as the one of 10 per cent de- 
creed by the government and which 
precipitated the strike. 

The overflow crowd, which was ex- 
ceptionally enthusiastic, blocked the 
street singing revolutionary songs 
after the meeting was adjourned.

NEWARK FIGHT 
SELLOUT OF AFL 


Fakers Put Over Wage 
Slashes 


NEWARK, N. J.—The office of the 
District Council of Carpenters and 
Joiners was the scene of a revolt of 
rank and file carpenters against the 
most brazén sell-out ever made by 


This situation came about as a re- 
sult of a settlement that was made 
by one of the District Council busi- 
ness agents, Chas. Bryant, in a strike 
pulled about two weeks ago by the 
pressure that was brought from the 
rank and file at the local member- 
ship meetings. 

On this job union carpenters were 
working for as low as five dollars per 
day, eight dollars and twenty cents 
below the union scale of wages. 

After the job had been pulled, 
these same men, who had been work- 
ing for such a low scale of wages. 
went. back to work without a settle- 
ment being made. When the car- 
penters found this out, they went in 
a body, this time without the con- 
sent of the Officials, and pulled the 
scabs off once more. 

The strike was settled by the busi- 
ness agent, allowing the same boss 
to rehire the same men who had been 
working as scabs. 

The men came to the conclusion 
that an organized attempt would 
have to be made by the rank and 
file membership in order to defeat 


the dastardly sell-out jobs of the of- ni 


ficials. 

At this meeting about 40 carpen- 
ters were present and the Newark 
Carpenters Center was created. An 
executive committee of five members 
were elected to work out the program 
of action to be submitted to the 
membership. 


It was decided to call a mass meet- 
ing of all carpenters, organized and 
unorganized, in Newark within two 
weeks. — 

At local membership meeting which 
will be held during the week, the 
rank and file carpenters will demand 
an accounting from their officials, 
and no doubt Chas. Bryant will not 
be very much pleased.

STRIKE ACTIVITY; RUSH RELIEF! 


PINEVILLE, Ky., Jan. 3.— Mr. J. 
M. Miller, you are hereby notified to 
give up possession of the house and 
place which you now live in on or 
before January 8, 1932, and not to 
tear down or take away any part of 
the house or fence which is the prop- 
erty of the Long Ridge Coal Com- 
pany. This is authorized by the Long 
Ridge—John Owens, Supt,” — 

The operator’s answer to the strike 
of the miners has begun. Creech, who 
looks like a benevolent old Kentucky 
colonel, has, handed a man and wo- 
man with eight children, an eviction 
notice. He threatens to evict every 
man who strikes. Kettle Island, El- 
comb, LitePty—all over the field, the 
operators have answered with a vi- 
cious weapon—evicting of the miners 
from the only homes they have 
known—using the force of the law 
to run them off of the camp, because 
the miner has dared to say he would 
starve no longer. At Elcomb eight 
families have received three-day no- 
tices. 

The other day in a pour rain, a 
family of seven was evicted. This 
added cruelty was to say to the min- 
ers “the operator is boss—he’'ll tell 
you what to do. And he tells you, you 


can't join the National Minera 


Union.“ 


The miners are refusing to give up

many cases. In many others neigh- 


bors have said to constables, We 
won't let you evict good union peo- 
ple.” But the operators have been 
successful with running out of Len- 
arou, three men for organizing the 
union. The operators are lining up 
their forces, using every means to 
force the miners back into the mines 
and -back into slavery. 

At Cary they have evicted mili- 
tants. But the miners have not been 
stopped. There can be no answer but 
strike, when working means receiving, 
like Mat Proffit, at Cary, one cent 
after a month’s work. He earned 
$40.91, and the company charged 
$40.90 against him. One cent for a 
month’s work! The miners all over 
Kentucky and Tennessee have an- 
swered “Strike, strike solid, until ve 
win our demands in spite of evic- 
tions and other attacks of the oper- 
ators.’

BUFFALO, New York, Jan. 12.— 
Following an attempt to drive away 
a group of unemployed and homeless 
men from their miserable place of 
shelter by attacking them with a 
shot gun, Fred Hughes, 414 Auburn 
Avenue, watchman. at the West 
Shore Ore dock was killed and Wal- 
ter Nazur, 34, unemployed world war 
veteran was fatally wounded by a 
shot from the watchoman’s gun. The 
watchman fired to kill the unem- 
ployed veteran. 


The aftermath of this affair was 
brought about by the reign of terror 
against unemployed workers by the

Originally charged with the crime 
of “associating with Communists,” 
young Vesper made his trial the oc- 
casion for a splendid expose of the 
capitalist nature of the court. It was 
brought out by the judge himself 
that he had been trying for weeks 
to “convert” Vesper by attempting 
to make him join the church, by 
sending him copies of the Saturday 
Evening Post and Boy Scout maga- 
sines. Among the evidence brought 
forward by the prosecuting attorney 
was a five cent pamphlet on the life 
of Martin Luther. 

Incapable of browbeating this mil- 
itant child, the judge bellowed forth 
that since neither threats nor “rea- 
soning’ could force Vesper to dis- 
continue his working class activity, 
it was necessary to confine him to 
the detention home where “he would 


| be made over.“

Birmingham reports that meetings

Fifteen striking 
miners were served with eviction no- 
tices in the last few days.

kow, with Red partisan. troops vic- 
torious in several fierce battles 
against the Japanese invaders in 
Manchuria, with the anger of the 
masses rising against the betrayal of 
China by the Kuomintang, the im- 
pertalists face a violent mass upsurge 
throughout China. 

Japanese troops in Manchuria 
again yesterday suffered several se- 
vere defeats at the hands of the Red 
partisan troops. A Japanese army

infantry and a detachment of engi- 
neers, was wiped out while patrolling 
Hsinmintum. Another Japanese force 
at Sinmin was crushingly defeated by 
partisan troops. A Japanese armored 
train which was corrying reinforee- 
ments from Tahushan was derailed 
and overturned by partisan troops. 
Only ten men.of the whole force 
escaped without wounds. While these 
ten were holding an electric power 
station at Pataohao, near Tahushan, - 
the partisans blew up ‘the plant, 
plunging Sinmin, Tahushan and 
Chinchow into darkness. 

Big Battle Now Raging at Chins. 

Fierce clashes also occurred near 
Machispu, 15 miles southwest of 
Miikden, and at Suicheng, where 
several Japanese were killed in = 

attle. A Japanese detachment which 
went to the relief of the Koga ea 
alry unit at Chinsi is reported sur- 
rounded by Red partisan troops, A 
fierce battle is proceeding. 

The partisan troops are using the 
mountainous region west. of the Pei- 
ping-Mukden Railway as 2 base to 
which to retreat when faced with 
overwhelming enemy fortes and from 
which to carry on their increasingly 
effective guerilla warfare. The towns 
of Peipaio, Peichen and Chinsi’ are 
held by strong forces of Red parti- 
san troops. Japanese bombing planes 
and troops are being rushed to these 
points. Bombing planes have also 
been dispatched to the Newthang dis- 
trict, where Japanese forces have 
been routed in several engagements 
with partisan troops. —

MOBILIZATION OF THE MEMBERSHIP FOR MASS WORK 


VEMENT of the inner lift of the units, 
raising the political level of the units must be 
based on à political mobilization of the mem- 
bership for mass work. Political discussions of 
the tasks of the units and the various general 
campaigns of the Party must be organized and 
developed within the unit. 

The unit is to become the leader in developing 
struggles among the workers in the shops and 
territories in which it functions and must mob- 
llize its membership politically. The unit must 
become more and more the center of the ele- 
mentary, theoretical training of the Party mem- 
bership. Political training at the membership 
meetings must be primarily based on the mass 
activities of the unit and the general campaigns 
of the Party. The anit meetings, however, can- 
not be turned into classes or lecture forums. 
"ORGANIZATIONAL STEPS AND METHODS 

1. Political discussion in the unit should be 
developed primarily on the basis of mobilizing 
the membership for the specific unit mass ac 
tivities and the unit’s participation in the gen- 
eral campaigns of the Party. Periodical discus- 
sion to be organized in the unit reviewing the 
mass activities of the units as well as of the 
general campaigns of the Party. 

Wrong political tendencies. manifested and ex- 
pressed in the District in connection with vari- 
ous phases of Party work, especially with shop 
work, to be taken up in the units. The units 
and sections also to arrange special discussions

ATTITUDE OF SOCIALISTS TOWARD

NE month after 1,670 


the United States carried thru 
a militant demonstration at 
the very doors of the Hunger 
Congress, the U. S. Capitol 
plaza was the scene of another 
demonstration. 


Hunger March appeared on the 
Capitol plaza. The army of 
police, plain clothesmen and 
soldiers that surrounded the 
militant delegates of the job- 
less millions gave ample proof 
of the terror which they struck 
into the hearts of the multi- 
billionaire rulers and their gov- 
ernment representatives. Be- 
hind blue walls of uniformed 
police, the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the rul- 
ing class which is starving mil- 
lions of American _ toilers, 
quaked with fear. The doors 
of the Capitol and White House 
were guarded by killers armed 
with every kind of lethal weapon. 

The National Hunger March ex- 
pressed the bitterness of twelve mil- 
lions of unemployed, of millions of 
part time workers and of all of the 
toiling masses ho find themselves 
dying of slow starvation or being ra- 
pidly reduced to absolute pauperism 
as a result of capitalist crisis and 
greed. | | 

As a direct result of the Hunger 
March and the campaign connected 
with its organization and return, the 
various so-called relief agnecies and 
institutions in all parts of the country 
bestirred themselves. Fearful] of the 
bitter resentment and of the fighting 
mood of the masses which the Hun- 
ger March expressed, senators, con- 
gressmen, state politicians everywhere 
came forward with all manner of 
demagogic proposals for federal and 
At the same time, the 
National Hunger March roused addi- 
tional fighting spirit among the 
broad masses and strengthened them 
in.the struggle for unemployment in- 
surance and for more adequate im- 
mediate relief. 

Exactly one month later, on Jan- 
uary 7th, another “Jobless Army” ap- 


some 5,000 men (no women) came 
into Washington with Cox. 

But, the City of Washington and 
the Capitol grounds presented an 
altogether different picture on Jan.
